is necessary to make it clear that it 
is a disconcerting affair at a time 
when the security ol empire is at 
stake. , 


Many rumors are being bandied 


about, but apparently there were 
irreconcilable differences between 
the exceedingly assertive Mr. Hore- 
Belisha and the clannish 
military 


chiefs. That would be a nasty 'situa- 
tion which neither could increase 
British prestige abroad nor help the 
morale of the fighting forces and 
the general public. 


Premier Chamberlain was faced 


with a difficult situation. It wasn't 
a matter of getting rid of an incom- 
petent servant Hore-Belisha is a 
driving force credited with having 
done a great job of modernizing the 
army during his two years as war 
minister. He is popular with the 
rank of the fighting forces because 
of increased pay and other bene- 
fits. The general public, if it has no 
deep affection for him, still admires 
his push.and progressive ideas. 


Ideas Conflicted

Now when it comes to a choice 


between getting rid of a war min- 
ister, even one who is supreme in 
most branches, and rendering your 
general staff impotent, or at least 
inefficient, by making it subservi- 
ent to the unwelcome views of tfle 
minister, then there isn't much ar- 
gument. It's possible to get along 
without a minister, but a great army 
would look pretty sick without a 
general staff, especially in war-time. 
So Mr. Hore-Belisha was shown the 
gate, for this reason and perhaps 
for others which will be disclosed 
in due course. 


One thing which seems to have 


brought the {natter to a head was 
the reported resentment of the gen- 
eral staff to what they regarded as 
Hore-Belisha's intrusion on their 
preserves. They felt that the minis- 
ter—who served in the world war 
but isn't a professional soldier—was 
trying to run the whole show him- 
self. That has been attempted before 
and it won't work—not with the 
British army. 


Kitchener In Same Spot 


Mr. Hore-Belisha may get some 


consolation from the fact that none 
other than the late Field Marshal 
Lord Kitchener, England's great he- 
ro, all but came this identical crop- 
per while war minister in the world 
pr while war minister in the world 
conflict In 1916, when Lord Kitch- 
er lost his life in the sinking of the 
warship Hampshire while enrpute 
to Russia, I was told in official 
quarters in London that he was in 
a bad jam because of his insistence 
on being not only minister but gen- 
eral 
staff.

wouldn't take it even from the great 
Kitchener himself, who taught a lot 
of them all they knew about sol- 
diering. 


However,-there seems to be con- 


siderably more than that involved 
in Mr. Hore-Belisha's case. It like- 
ly rests on the foundation which 
the premier is said to have cited— 
"there is prejudice." That can be 
accounted for. 


Mr. Hore-Balisha is what the 


London Cockney would call a "bit 
cocky." He is pushing and aggres- 
sive. He also is one of England's 
best self-advertisers. 


When, for instance, he was run- 


ning the first time for parliament 
he collected crowds by ringing a 
bell in the streets, and also drove 


about in a coach-and-four, 
with 


trumpet blowing. Those are traits 
which would make the conservative 
British officers* gorge rise. 


Democratized Army 


But he committed a greater sin 


than that. He allowed himself to 
be born a generation ahead of his 
time in a country which proceeds 
with great deliberation and moder- 
ation in most things. He democra- 
tized the whole "army and mixed 
'em up till you can't tell a gentle- 
man from a plain, everyday man. 


Now be it known that up to this 


juncture the officers of the Brit- 
ish forces have been gentlemen, 
that is, what Tommy Atkins would 
call members of the "bloomin* h"- 
upper clawses." A captain was a 
great catch for any society girl, and 
a major or colonel were gods 
Olympus. 


Occasionally a superb 
soldier 


made his way to a commission from 
the ranks, but these cases were 
rare. The officers mess was a clos- 
ed corporation, and officers and 
men didn't mix excepting on busi- 
ness. That was military law. 


Hore-Belisha has shattered tradi- 


tion by promoting men from the 
ranks. 
He has ignored seniority 


and blue-blood and has promoted 
on ability. He has lowered the 
barriers so that officers and men 
may at last mix socially if they see 
(fit. 


•Undoubtedly all these factors en- 


ter into the "prejudice" upon which 
is built the resentment against the 
war minister.

Princeton, N. J.—As 1940 ushers 


in the Republican Presidential nom 
ination race, a nation-wide? study 
by the American Institute of Public 
Opinion shows that three candi- 
dates are holding the chief attention 
of the Republican 
rank-and-lile 


The coming GOP convention may 
select one of these three as its Pres- 
idential nominee, or it may pass 
over them entirely lor a less publi- 
cized figure, but at the present time 
the survey indicates that these three 
have, aroused the greatest interest 
among a carefully selected cross- 
section of those who voted lor Lan- 
don in 1936 or who expect to vote 
Republican in November. 


Out in front at the moment is 


District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York. Following his wide- 
ly publicized speeches in New York 
and Minneapolis, in which he an- 
nounced his formal candidacy and 
attacked the New Deal for 'defeat- 
ism." Mr. Dewey has increased his 
lead substantially. Whereas 39 per 
cent of those with definite choices 
on the 1940 candidate mentioned 
Dewey .two months ago, 60 per cent 
mention him in the present test of 
rank-and-file opinion. 


Dewey is thus 21 points- higher 


than he was in November, but only 
3 points higher than he was in May, 
his popularity having dipped ab- 
ruptly during the fall of 1939 as 
the news from Europe thrust other 
Republicans into the national spot- 
light (see chart). 


In second and third place respec- 


;ively the voters reached in the 
'nstitute survey name Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg of Michigan 
and Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 
Although they 
are trailing 
Mr. 


Dewey with the rank-and-file as of 
oday, it is entirely possible that 
hese or other candidates will prove 
o have greater support with the 
party leaders who will meet in the 
convention itself and whose votes 
will decide the nomination. In this 
connection it is interesting to note 
hat in a poll of Washington polit- 
cal writers published last month 
in "Newsweek," Vandenberg and 
Taft were picked as "the most like- 
ly" Republican Presidential nom- 
inees, and that Dewey was picked 
by only four of the fifty writers 
participating in the poll.

Department of Agricul- 


ture Makes Suggestions 


For Cutting Costs 


Washington —W— Reorganization 


or consolidation of local govern- 
mental units to cut down the high 
overhead costs in Forest county, 
Wisconsin, was recommended today 
in a bulletin released by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Based on an analysis of land use 


problems in that county, one of the 
cut-over counties in northern Wis- 
consin, the report cited complex 
land use and local governmental 
problems that "are holding down 
the income, of their citizens and se- 
riously threatening their continua- 
tion as solvent units." 


The report was prepared by V. 


Webster Johnson, senior agricultur- 
al economist; Sidney 
Henderson, 


associate agricultural economist, 
and James H. Marshall, agricultural 
economist, bureau of agricultural 
economics. 


They said two major sets of prob- 


lems have arisen in Forest county 
because of the decline of the forest 
industry and the maladjustments in 
agricultural land use. They were: 


Inadequate Incomes 


"Inadequate family incomes that 


often cannot provide even the bare 
necessities of life, and 


"Acute fiscal distress of local 


government despite an excessive 
tax burden and relatively larger 
state-wide grants that are found 
in almost any other county in Wis- 
consin." 


Recommendations for relocation 


of settlers in connection with prop- 
er land use classifications would 
pave the way for reorganization of 
local government, raising questions 
as to the need for changes in public 
service and type of government or- 
ganization, the report said. 


"Needless to say, many economies 


might be achieved, with or without 
consolidation, by changes in the 
| method of rendering various types 
of public services," the report said. 


"In some cases the county might 


take over the handling of certain 
services, and thereby achieve the 
benefits of consolidation without 
consolidating the towns themselves.

SWIFTER AND CHEAPER JUSTICE 
The supreme court of Wisconsin has 


just promulgated a new rule in respect to 
what is called Pre-Trial Procedure that 
should be worth its weight in gold in ob- 
taining more simplicity and directness in 
court and therefore surer justice without 
the wastage in money created by delay 
and numerous skirmishes of no more value 
than the exercise. 


Under this rule courts are permitted 


to call in parties and their counsel prior 
to trial and discuss the case with a view 
to clearing it of all superfluous weight 
and ascertaining out of the haystack of 
charges and countercharges just exactly 
the dispute and how it is to be met at 
the trial. 


Perhaps the new rule should attract 


our attention because of the oddity of any- 
one suggesting in this age where public 
and private moneys might be saved. But 
the fact is that litigation is just as natur- 
al as a cold and is often created as in- 
nocently. The necessity of decision should 
not involve a crushing personal expense 
to those unfortunate enough to need the 
court's attention nor another great bill of 
expense to the taxpayers who are called 
upon to pay part of the freight. 


When the usual venire of 36 jurors is 


in attendance the taxpayers pay out some- 
thing like $250 a day to run the court. 
And that is much too expensive an au- 
dience to listen to collateral disputes that 
could be quietly settled in the judge's 
chamber before the jury is called. 


It should be clear that this rule will 


be a blessing to the taxpayer and to the 
litigant as well. And when justice is- 
made as speedy and cheap as possible we 
will have accomplished one of the pur- 
poses which our wise sires wrote into the 
constitution.

ANOTHER OLD CRAFT 


Ferdinand, Ind.—U>-At 80, Ferd- 


inand Bockting, last of the wood- 
en shoe cobblers who served south- 
ern Indiana's German - speaking 
farmers, has quit work and given 
his bench and tools to a museum. 


His retirement marked the end 


of a handicraft industry brought 
from Europe more than a century 
ago.

Washington —(jT>— The interstate 


commerce commission told the na- 
tion's railroads today that 
they 


faced steadily increasing competi- 
tion from other types of carriers. 


In its annual report to congress, 


the 1 C.C. said that "remedial legis- 
lation such as it is possible" 
to 


evolve from the pending omnibus 
transportation bill "is desirable and 
should produce good results." 
It 


added: 


"Too much should not, however, 


be expected from it. The most im- 
portant things it would do are these: 
,(1) It would bring water carriers 
engaged .in domestic trades within 
the commission's jurisdiction and 
subject them to much the same sort 
of regulation as is now provided for 
the railroads and motor 
carriers; 


and (2) it would create a new and 
temporary agency to study and re- 
port upon the relative economy and 
fitness of rail, water, and motor 
carriers for transportation service 
with a view to promoting their co- 
ordinated use and avoiding waste- 
ful and destructive competition, and 
upon the extent to which each of 
the three types of carriers arc in ef- 
fect subsidized by the government 


Subsidized Competition 


"These arc steps which we favor. 


Yet they reflect the dominant idea 
of the railroad committee that the 
prime trouble with the railroads, 
apart from general business condi- 
tions, lies in the fact that they arc 
meeting with subsidized and unade- 
quately regulated competition. 


"We venture the guess that even 


if this dominant thought is pursued 
in legislation and its subsequent ad- 
ministration to the full 
extent 


which the facts justify, the railroads 
will continue to be faced 
with 


steadily increasing participation by 
other types of carriers in the trans- 
portation of this country." 


The railroad committee, composed 


of three railroad . executives and 
three railway labor leaders, was ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to 
advise him on the railroad problem.

Child Can Educate Himself if 
He Understands What He Reads 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


I do not worry about the book education of a child who can learn to 


read. If he reads well, and by reading I mean understanding what he 
reads so he puts it in clear English, he can educate himself. That means I 
do not worry about an LQ., of a hundred, or even of one of ninety, if that 
child can read intelligently. 


Many a child cannot learn to do arithmetic in the grade that requires it. 


When I meet such a child I center on teaching him to read intelligently. 
I begin with the simplest statements in arithmetic, have the child read 
them, state what they mean in clear language, write that statement, and 
let it go at that. The arithmetic processes can wait until the background 
is prepared for them through intelligent reading. 


This holds good for all the other subjects. A child never grows evenly, 


never develops his powers equally and at the same time. One power 
drives ahead, another lags. Then the process is reversed and the one slows 
down and the other forges ahead. Always there is a forward movement, 
but within it is the back-and-forth movement 'as well. That is why an 
LQ. changes. It does change, no matter what anybody says to the con- 
trary. I have seen it again and again. Take the I.Q., as a tentative meas-

parts of North America. 


If the drifting really started 250.- 


000,000 years ago, what would the 
average- "speed" be in traveling 
about 3,000 miles apart? We canp 
find the answer by learning

number of inches in 3,000 miles. 


By the way I figure it, the drift-! 


ing would amount to an average of 
a little less than four-fifths of an 
inch a year. That would be slower 
motion than the slowest .glacier on ! 
record. Indeed some glaciers move 
farther than that in one hour.

The three majority members of 


the S.EC. departed from precedent 
when they ignored the fact that, 
within the last month and a half, 
they had approved issues of securi- 
ties in two different cases where 
companies had a much narrower 
equity or cushion of common stock 
than did the Consumers Power com- 
pany. 


If the standard set in the Consum- 


ers Power company case is now to 
be the yardstick, many companies 
coming up for approval of their 
security ksues will be unable to fi- 
nance their needs and construction 
programs will have to be cut Al- 
ready it is reported that the Con- 
sumers Power company, which was 
to have spent $17,000.000, has had to 
cut its budget by $7,000.000. Labor 
and raw material producers will 
feel in the long run the effects of 
such a curtailment of the heavy 
goods industries. 


The worst feature of the decision 


by the majority of the S.EC.—a 
margin of only one vote separating 
the two sides—is that a govern- 
mental agency undertakes to say 
that common stock rather than 
bonds shall be issued to finance a 
utility when the same New Deal 
administration has hitherto refused 
to recognize that investors in com- 
mon stock should be protected.

Thus, in the famous controversy 


over what the Tennessee Valley au- 
thority should pay when it began 
confiscating private utilities in its 
area, the new deal offered nothing 
at all at first for the common stock. 
After two years of hectic negotia- 
tion, the TVA finally agreed to pay 
about $6,500,000 for common stock 
which had cost the investors about 
$17.000,000. 


Today, therefore, a governmental 


agency is telling investors that a 
company which is willing to pay 
about 3 per cent annually in inter- 
est and to give z mortgage on the 
property itself to investors cannot 
do this, but must sell common stock 
and the investors must take their 
chances of loss in he future and of 
being wiped out altogether by exist- 
ing bondholders in the event that 
there is a default due to a business 
depression. 


The S.E.C. insists, incidentally, in 


arriving at its calculations, that 
preferred stock must be regarded 
hereafter as debt instead of equity 
money, declining to recognize the 
historic difference between a cred- 
itor who has a lien on a property 
through bonds and a stockholder 
who gets a preference through pre- 
ferred stock as to dividends, but 
not as to the division of the assets 
whenever there is a dissolution or 


liquidation. 


The idea that a certain proposi- 


tion of common stock ought to bo 
sold in utility financing is sound in j 
theory. There has lately been a 
good market among common stocks 
of certain high 
grade operating 


companies, but the market prices 
fluctuate in accordance as the New 
Deal policy of confiscation by gov- 
ernment competition seems to be 
nearer or farther away. It :s sig- 
nificant that, because of these fears, j 
no new issues of common stocks in, 
any major company have been float- j 
et during the last seven tears.
